Weights, Measures 
Conference Debates 
Quality Labeling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While the 
Democrats are debating in New York, 
the real weighty issues are being 
discussed this week in Washington. 
For instance, how much pig should 
be in a can of pork and beans? And how 
much turkey in a frozen dinner? And 
how many servings does a jar of in­ 
stant coffee make? 
Ifs the 61st annual Weights and 
Measures Conference, a gathering of 
some 500 state and local metrologists 
from around the country, whose main 
concern is to make sure consumers 
aren’t ripped off when the country 
switches to the metric system. 
“ The prim ary function of the 
meeting is to adopt model laws that 
have been agreed on by those weights 
and measures officials,” said Fred 
McGehan, spokesman for the group. 
McGehan said that after the four-day 
conference, the officials return to their 
states’ weights and measures depart­ 
ments and recommend that such 
legislation be passed. 
If the measurement officials have 
their way, shoppers will no longer have 
to guess what they’re eating when they 
buy mystery meat cuts like “patio 
chops,” “ breakfast steak” and 
“paradise roast.” 
They’re recommending that meat 


cuts have standard identities, such as 
roast, shoulder, bone-in and boneless. 
In considering another model law, 
the officials are discussing whether the 
percentage of meat should be listed in 
frozen dinners. 
Another recommendation would 
require companies to list the number 
of servings in such products as a jar of 
instant coffee. Other problems being 
discussed are softwood lumber. After 
all, a 2-by-4 is really lVfe inches by 3Mt 
inches. The officials also are pon­ 
dering uniform labeling of antifreeze 
and the method of sale for sod and turf. 
McGehan said most of those at the 
conference feel the United States will 
have converted to the metric system 
by the mid-1980s. 
McGehan said the officials expect 
that by early next year, a U.S. Metric 
Board will have been appointed by the 
president. “Its job will be to coordinate 
the voluntary changeover from the 
present measuring system to metric,” 
McGehan said. “This will include a 
public education system.” 
Asked what a shopper will do when 
he is faced with kilograms when what 
he wishes to purchase is a pound of 
salami, McGehan said, “Take a kid 
along. They’re now teaching metric in 
the schools.”

Swine Flu 
Plan Still On 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Insurance 
questions “pose a major question” 
about the swine flu immunization 
program, but the government still 
plans to start giving the flu shots at the 
end of next month, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare David 
Mathews says. 
Mathews planned to meet with 
President Ford today to discuss the 
possible snag in the plans to immunize 
200 million Americans. 
After meeting with insurance, 
pharmaceutical and public health 
officials Tuesday, Mathews said the 
insurance companies will decide by 
the end of this week whether to write 
policies protecting four drug com­ 
panies that are producing the swine flu 
vaccine. 
Mathews said the problem was “not 
going to yield instant resolution in just 
one meeting.” 
Mathews said the Justice De­ 
partment has approved the proposed 
wording of HEW contracts to purchase 
the vaccine from the drug companies, 
and for the government to assume 
liability for vaccine distribution. 
The companies would remain liable 
for injuries resulting from any 
negligence in vaccine production, he 
said, but the question is whether they 
would be insured against lawsuits that 
proved baseless. 
“The risk involved is not medical, 
but financial,” he said.

and electricity, which apply to all 
utility customers, the price climbs and 
the unit price goes up the more energy 
is used. Rates for lifeline amounts of 
energy will be frozen while rates for 
greater amounts will be allowed to rise 
until they are 25 per cent higher. 
“It’s a complete shift in philosophy, 
giving lower rates to people who use 
only a small amount of energy instead 
of granting substantial discounts to big 
users,” PUC spokesman Eugene 
Raleigh explained. 
“This is not a welfare measure. It 
applies to everyone. But the effect is to 
help low-income users,” Raleigh said 
in an interview. 
Two commission members said they 
voted for the new rate structure only 
because it was mandated by the 1975 
California legislature. 
“There is no such thing as a free 
lunch,” said one, Vernon Sturgeon. He 
said a result will be that consumers 
will be paying more for products 
because of higher 
utility 
bills 
businesses and industries will have to 
pay. 
“It’s a cruel hoax,” said the other, 
Wiliam Symons Jr. 
The new rate formula provides for 
variation depending on climate and 
whether a home is all-electric. The 
PUC said up to 60 different rate 
arrangements are possible. 
The system will be applied as the 
commission acts in the coming months 
on a series of rate increase ap­ 
plications from various utility com­ 
panies, Raleigh said.

NEW YORK (AP) - Tonight, after a 
17-month campaign from nowhere, 
Jimmy 
Carter 
receives 
the 
Democratic presidential nomination. 
His choice for vice president remains a 
mystery close to the last moment. 
Carter worked on an acceptance 
speech and a presidential ticket today. 
He invited nine governors to discusss 
the selection of his running mate. 
Carter, once he is officially the 
nominee, will phone each of six U.S. 
senators and tell them the one he will 
ask to be the No. 2 man. 
Current plans are to make the public 
announcement at a news conference 
Thursday 
morning. 
The 
vice 
presidential nominee then will be 
confirmed by the convention Thursday 
night, just before Carter’s acceptance 
speech. 
Speculation about Carter’s choice 
centered on three senators — Edmund 
S. Muskie of Maine, the man who took 
the party’s vice presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1968 and rejected it in 1972; 
Walter F. Mondale of Minnesota, the 
choice of the Hubert Humphrey-liberal 
wing of the party; and John Glenn of 
Ohio, the first American to orbit the 
earth. The other three were Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois, Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington and Frank 
Church of Idaho. 
Although Carter himself said 
Tuesday he had narrowed the circle 
somewhat, his press secretary insisted 
nobody had been eliminated. 
Carter is one of four candidates 
whose names will be placed before the 
convention 
for the presidential 
nomination tonight. The others are 
Rep. Morris K. Udall of Arizona, Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. of California 
and antiabortion candidate Ellen 
McCormack of suburban Long Island. 
Udall, who finished a distant second 
to Carter in delegate strength, said he 
would release his delegates before the 
roll call but would allow his name to be 
placed in nomination for the benefit of 
dedicated supporters who still want to 
vote for him. His nominating speech 
will be delivered by former Watergate 
special prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
Brown will be nominated by Cesar 
Chavez, leader of the United Farm 
Workers Union. Mrs. McCormack is to 
be nominated by James M. Killilea of 
Boston, a Massachusetts legislature 
staff member. 
Some Massachusetts delegates said 
they would nominate Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace even though he has 
requested his delegates to support 
Carter.

For Viking 
Landing Set 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - After 
what Viking I officials called a “Long 
March” in search of a safe landing site 
on Mars, a smooth moon-like plain has 
finally been chosen for America’s 
unmanned landing attempt July 20. 
This time there will be no turning 
back, unless there are problems with 
the robot spacecraft itself, officials 
said Tuesday. 
Viking will touch down in a region 
that one scientist said looks much like 
the Arizona desert where a meteorite 
punched a huge crater that still exists. 
The decision to land at the so-called 
Western Slope of Mars’ Chryse Basin 
came after scientists had pored over 
pictures for two weeks in order to find 
a safe touchdown area. Two other 
landing sites were rejected and a 
Bicentennial July 4 landing was 
postponed because of rough terrain. 
Another series of pictures of the 
landing site is still to be taken, but 
there is only an outside chance 
something might turn up in them to 
give scientists pause.

“I love the Senate,” Mondale told 
reporters, “and I’m perfectly content 
to stay there if the voters of Minnesota 
want me.” 
Glenn, whose chances may have 
slipped somewhat after his convention 
keynote speech Monday night, said 
Tuesday he still is in the running and 
had been contacted by Carter adviser 
Charles Kirbo for more screening 
information. 
“I don’t think they would be asking 
for clarifications if I was out of the 
race,” Glenn said. 


Muskie was one of the party 
luminaries who presented the 1976 
Democratic platform at Tuesday’s 
convention session. Departing from his 
prepared text, he delivered a free- 
swinging attack on President Ford’s 
record of vetoes. 


“No, No, No, No, in a series of 52 
vetoes without precedent in the history 
of the presidency,” Muskie said. 
“What America now needs is a presi­ 
dent...who will say ‘yes’ to people who 
are looking for work...to policies which 
will make our country productive and 
economically alive again...to fair 
taxes, equal employment opportunity 
and fair labor standards.”

Democrats Cheer 'Old Faces' 


NEW YORK (AP) - Hubert Horatio 
Humphrey, who has wanted to be 
president since the Articles of Con­ 
federation, maintained a stiff upper lip 
although the lower one may have 
suffered a slight quiver. 
His reward was the longest, loudest 
ovation of Tuesday night’s session of 
the Democratic National Convention 
from a party that once more had 
passed him by. 
By now the old warrior must be 
weary of trying not to be a sore loser. 
He tried four times to get his party’s 
nomination for president and got it but 
once, in the worst of times, at the worst 
of conventions. 
“I have good news for you tonight: 
we will have a Democrat in the White 
House Jan. 20,” shouted the man who 
won’t be that Democrat, and the crowd 
shouted back its approval. 
“They say go slow, not now, no, no, 
veto. We’ve had enough of that 
defeatism.... If America ceases to be 
good, America ceases to be great.” 
At the end, Muriel Humphrey took 
the hand of her twinkling husband and 
led him off the platform and he was 
gone, reluctant but smiling, a vivid 
memory in a baby blue suit. 
He came and he went in a long 
procession of the party’s familiar 
faces and last hurrahs, the former 
heroes and the forgiven villains, the 
widows, the passing symbols of 
profound change. 
The delegates also cheered George

A severe thunderstorm watch was in 
effect until ll pm for a large section of 
east and south Minnesota, a part of 
Wisconsin and the extreme western 
sections of Lake Superior. 


Scattered thundershowers were 
noted in western Tennessee and 
eastern Georgia, while New England 
continued having scattered showers 
that reached down into New Jersey. 
Isolated showers and thunder­ 
showers still moved over the southern 
Rockies and some Arizona mountains. 
The weather pattern changed very 
little over the Far West. Clear skies 
extended along the Pacific coast and 
the intermountain region. 
Most skies were free of clouds over 
portions of the northern Rockies and 
the plains and also the mid-Mississippi 


valley and parts of the central and 
southern plains.

Schmidt Visits 


BONN, West Germany (AF) - 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt leaves 
today for a Bicentennial visit to the 
United States confident that West 
German-American relations are at a 
high point. 
“There is an enormous amount of 
confidence by my people regarding the 
United States and...regarding the vi­ 
tality of the American people, their 
creativity 
and their ability to 
overcome difficulties,” Schmidt told 
American reporters here Tuesday. 
Schmidt, his wife and Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher were 
scheduled to arrive in Newport News, 
Va., at 4:30 p.m. EDT to spend the 
night in Williamsburg. 
The chancellor and President Ford 
will meet at the White House Thursday 
and Friday to discuss a wide range of 
international issues, including ter­ 
rorism, the strength of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
relations with Africa. 
Schmidt said there are no bilateral 
problems between them, but he added 
that he feels frequent meetings be­ 
tween world leaders are desirable. He 
and Ford met last two weeks ago at the 
economic summit conference in 
Puerto Rico. 
Schmidt said he hopes one topic — 
“offset” — won’t come up in his talks 
with U.S. officials. This is the purchase 
by.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Communist Party candidates for 
president and vice president are 
among those that have qualified to 
appear on the Ohio general election 
ballot in November, Secretary of State 
Ted Brown said Tuesday. 
The name of Gus Hall is listed for 
president and Jarvis Tyner is listed for 
vice president. 
Brown said a minimum of 5,000 
valid signatures is needed for an in­ 
dependent candidate’s name to be 
placed on the ballot for the Nov. 2 
election. 
The secretary of state noted that no 
party designation will be listed when 
the candidates’ names appear on the 
ballot. “Only the Republican and 
Democratic parties are legally 
recognized in Ohio,” he said.

B52s Join 
Sea W atch 
W ith Navy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Aging Air 
Force B52 bombers are being assigned 
to help the Navy keep watch on Soviet 
warships in the far readies of the 
Atlantic Ocean. 
The Pentagon announced Tuesday 
that the giant eight-engine, long-range 
jet bombers have started flying sea 
reconnaissance-surveillance missions 
from U.S. bases. 
“Only a few aircraft will be involved 
in the flights, which will occur from 
time to time over various Atlantic 
Ocean areas of operation," the Penta­ 
gon said in a brief announcement. 


Indications are that the heavy 
bombers will conduct high altitude 
surveillance missions with their 
standard cameras, radar and other 
electronic equipment, while Navy P3 
patrol planes cover the ocean lanes at 
lower altitutudes. 


The 
Pentagon 
says 
budget 
limitations and cutbacks over the past 
seven years have reduced the Navy’s 
over-ocean reconnaissance capability 
“to minimum peacetime levels.” 
The new mission for B52 bombers 
appears to be the first step in a 
‘‘maritime strategy,” which has been 
under secret study by the National 
Security Council for some time. 
Eventually, officials have said, land- 
based Air Force bombers and fighter 
planes could be used to bottle up Soviet 
warships in their home bases and to 
block Russia’s Backfire bombers from 
striking American naval units at sea. 


The Air Force has assigned older 
B52 bombers to sea surveillance. 
TYiere are 172 of these bombers in the 
Strategic Air Command’s total force of 
419 B52s. Tile youngest of the planes is 
16 years old. 
TTie Air Force said B52s assigned to 
ocean reconnaissance will retain their 
primary mission of delivering nuclear 
bombs and air-launched missiles at 
strategic targets in the Soviet Union.

HOME (AP) — Giulio Andreotti, a 
two-time prem ier and fixture in 
Christian Democratic cabinets, began 
trying to form Italy’s 36th postwar 
government today. It will probably be 
weeks before he knows if he can 
succeed. 


President Giovanni Leone gave 
Andreotti the assignment Tuesday 
night. The 57-year-old premier- 
designate called on all parties for 
“ political, economic and social 
solidarity” to help bail Italy out of its 
grave economic and social crisis. 


Andreotti said he would meet with 
other leaders of his own party today 
and begin talks with leaders of other 
factions Friday. 
The Christian Democrats won 262 
seats in the Chamber of Deputies, 54 
short of a majority, in the election last 


month. Because the party’s leaders re­ 
fuse to invite the second-place Com­ 
munists to join the government, 
Andreotti can only get a majority by 
enlisting the support of the Socialists, 
who ran third and won 57 seats. 
The Socialists have frequently been 


cabinet partners of the Christian 
Democrats during the past 15 years. 
But for more than a year they have 
refused to join the government unless 
the Christian Democrats assured them 
of economic and social reforms by 
sharing power with the Communists.

NEW YORK (AP) - While the 
Democrats in convention assembled 
castigate the economic 
policy of 
President Ford, a Jimmy Carter 
economic adviser believes the current 
recovery 
will continue strong 
for 
another year or more. 
This is the latest report by the 
forecast team at the Wharton School, 
which uses a statistical or econometric 
model of the economy to make its pro­ 
jections. Its most prominent member 
is Lawrence Klein, a Carter adviser. 
Issued on June ll, the forecast 
seems to indicate that whoever is 
elected President of the United States 
this fall should be able to enjoy a fairly 
strong economy during his first year in 
office. 
Apparently the worst the Wharton 
team foresees is a rise in the rate of 
inflation, as earlier declines in food 
and fuel prices come to an end. But it 
foresees unemployment falling to 6.1 
per cent by the end of 1977. 
Since the June jobless rate was 7.5 
per cent, the rate projected by the 
Wharton team would mean the country 
was at least headed in the direction 
Carter seeks, which is a jobless rate of 
less than 5 per cent. 
The main difference is that the 
Wharton team foresees prices rising as 
the number of jobless decreases, 
whereas Carter has stated that his goal 
could be achieved without adding to 
price pressures. 
The over-all Wharton forecast would 
seem to give more support to the 
Republicans than to the Democrats, 
although the computer model used by 
Klein and his associates apparently is 
aseptically apolitical. 
So much so, in fact, that nowhere in 
the material released to the news 
media is there any indication of how- 
presidential economics could affect 
the findings, when of course they do. 
Sometimes unintentionally. 
Democrats can easily recall, for 
example, that while President Ford 
takes credit for the improving state of 
the economy, he was actively seeking 
a tax increase at the very time the 
worst recession since the 1930s was 
under way. 
Looking back it is recognized that 
perhaps what was needed at the time 


was the precise opposite, a tax cut. a 
conclusion to which his chief economic 
adviser finally steered him in March 
197S, at the depth of the recession. 
Projections such as those made by 
the group at Wharton, which is part of 
the University of Pennsylvania, can 
also be undermined by changes of pol­ 
icy by the Federal Reserve Board. 
which controls the money supply. 
Many critics of the Fed maintain 
that in easing or tightening the money 
supply the Fed operates with a cudgel 
instead of a scalpel, and that it can kill 
off a recovery almost at will. 
It can do the opposite, too, but the 
evidence suggests that at the moment 
the Fed worries more about inflation, 
about a recovery becoming an un­ 
sustainable boom, than it does about 
downturns and unemployment.

Beetles Face 
Death Kiss 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
scientists have developed a synthetic 
sex perfume that may be the kiss of 
death for male Japanese beetles who 
are lured into traps expecting female 
companionship. 
The scientists believe the scent may 
be more effective than if the traps 
were baited by eager female beetles. 
The Agriculture Department said 
the scent, which duplicate’s the female 
beetle’s natural substance called 
lactone, could mean that “the days of 
the Japanese beetle may be num­ 
bered.” 
“Traps baited with the synthesized 
attractant captured more males than 
traps baited with live virgin females in 
field tests conducted in North Caro­ 
lina,” the department said today. 
The Japanese beetles, first detected 
in the United States in 1916 at a 
Riverton, N J., nursery, cause about 
$25 million a year in damage cmd 
control costs, officials said. The 
beetles attack more than 275 kinds of 
flowers, fruits, vegetables and or­ 
namentals.

Can a doctor tell in advance how a 
nose will come out after plastic 
surgery*’ I’m giving this a great deal of 
thought, but I want to be sure that I 
don’t come out of this with the kind of 
nose that is so easily recognized as a 
“nose bob.” 
MissT.C., Pa. 
Dear Miss C.: 
It is almost unpossible to draw an 
exact picture of the nose that will 
result following cosmetic surgery. 
Any attempt to do so may be pre­ 
operative^ encouraging, but later 
could be very disappointing. 
In a general way, the outcome of 
such surgery can be projected. This, of 
course, depends on the nature of the 
distortion of the nose and the par­ 
ticular healing capacity of the patient. 
Plastic repair of a “hooked” nose 
seems to be a simple procedure. It is 
not. When the bump, or the hook, is 
eliminated many delicate processes 
are involved in the repair of the flat­ 
ness that is left. When this is done, the 
bulbous cartilage of the tip of the nose 
must then be altered. 
These are but a few of the problems 
that arise and must be corrected by the 
surgeon. It is obvious, therefore, that 
an exact post-operative portrait of the 
nose is enormously difficult to portray.

A great many chronic coughers pass 
this off lightly as a “cigarette cough.” 
Far too many instances of underlying 
chronic disease of the lung area 
revealed when the cigarette cougher 
finally decided to be examined by a 
doctor. 
Good Year Expected 
For U.S. Farmers 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture advised home gardeners 
to stake their tomatoes for the best- 
quality fruit. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Healthy 
harvests should provide farmers with 
“reasonably good” profits in coming 
months and consumers with stabilizing 
food 
prices 
well 
into 
1977, 
the 
Department of Agriculture’s chief 
economist says. 
Don Paarlberg predicted a record 
com crop if enough rain falls and said 
the prospects point to “an abundance 
of food at reasonably stable prices” 
through 1977. 
He said Monday that food price 
politics probably will aid incumbent 
politicians. 
With strong export demand, in­ 
cluding lrrger sales to drought- 
stricken western Europe and more 
animals to feed on U.S. farms, it ap­ 
pears farm prices will be “reasonably 
good” in the months ahead, he said, 
indicating farmers should get an 
adequate rate of return for their 
labors. 
“I don’t see anything here that’s 
going to upset consumers as they were 
upset a few years ago,” Paarlberg 
said. “I don’t see economic distress 
calls coming out of the rural areas or 
coming out of the consuming areas, 
and I think that’s got to be good for the 
incumbents.” 


His comments followed a De­ 
partment of Agriculture report that 
showed 1976 com production this fall 
could be a record of more than 6.55- 
billion bushels, up 14 per cent from 
1975’s record 5.8-billion bushels. 
As livestock feed, com is the leading 
raw material for producing meat, 
poultry and milk. Paarlberg said that 
including the wheat harvest, estimated 
at 2.04-billion bushels, second only to 
last year’s 2.1 billion, this year’s total 
grain output is expected to be a record. 
But he cautioned that some areas, 
including South Dakota and other 
parts of the upper Midwest, have been 
hurt by dry weather and that the com 
crop will depend to a large extent on 
July and August weather. 
He said the department is sticking 
with its prediction that retail food 
prices are “most likely” to rise only 3 
to 4 per cent this year against an 8.5 
per cent gain in 1975 and jumps of 14.5 
per cent in each of the two previous 
years. 
“Any price increase that might 
come about the rest of this year and at 
least the first half of 1977 would b€ 
from costs added after the products 
left the farmer’s gate,” Paarlberg tole 
a news conference.

$600 Million 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Crime and 
vandalism wreaked $600 million in 
damages in the nation’s public schools 
last year, and school officials are 
looking for $300 million from the 
government to combat the problem. 


“Many of the school systems hit by 
student crime, arson, vandalism and 
burglary can’t afford to handle the 
problem,” Joseph Grealy, of Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., president of the Na­ 
tional Association of School Security 
Directors, said Tuesday. “We need 
more federal money for training and 
hardware.” 
The group is holding a conference 
this week in suburban Alexandria, Va., 
for more than 300 security experts and 
school superintendents from 30 states. 
“We’re talking about violence of the 
type never before experienced by 
schools and property losses in public 
schools of more than $600 million in 
1975 alone,” said Lucius Burton, se­ 
curity chief for Alexandria’s schools. 
“ The federal government has a 
definite role here.” 
Congress heard testimony from 
students and educators last summer 
about gangs shooting up classrooms, 
teachers assaulted and extortions 
carried out by fourth-graders. 
The Justice Department’s Law 
E n f o r c e m e n t 
A s s i s t a n c e 
Administration already is planning a 
$12-million program to eliminate the 
violence. 
With statistics not yet compiled for 
1975, Burton cited 1974 figures showing 
$594 million in public school property 
losses.

Armco's Ovens 
Still O perate 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — An 
agreement between state and federal 
environmental protection agencies has 
assured continued operation of the 
Armco Steel Corp. coke ovens at New 
Miami. 
Representatives of the Ohio EPA, 
the U.S. EPA and Armco Steel Corp. 
signed the consent order. 
Armco has agreed to spend an 
estimated $17.6 million to immediately 
place purchase orders for the 
rehabilitation of all four coke bat­ 
teries, to modify charging machinery 
and to install baffles for the purpose of 
trapping airborne particles and fur­ 
ther reducing emissions.

Frees Fund 
For Coal Plant 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
Controlling Board has authorized the 
Ohio 
Energy 
Resource 
and 
Development Agency to spend $85,000 
as its share of the cost of a study for the 
federal energy agency seeking con­ 
struction of a coal gasification plant in 
the Warren area. 
A five-member consortium headed 
by the Consolidated Natural Gas Corp. 
will pay $165,000 as its share of the 
$250,000 project. If the federal 
government approves, it will pay half 
of the construction costs. 
The board, in other action Monday, 
released a million to the natural 
resources department for developing a 
campground service 
area 
near 
Bearcamp State Park, and $416,000 to 
Columbus Technical Institute to 
purchase the old Aquinas High School 
and 4.3 acres of land. 
Lorain County Community College 
received authorization to spend 
$188,257 for renovations of its college 
center building. 
The board also authorized the 
release of $300,000 for the Ohio Public 
Defenders Commission for operating 
purposes, and $33,054 from state 
emergency funds for state matching 
funds under the Federal Law En­ 
forcement Assistance Administration. 
After being told exterior repairs to 
Ohio’s historic Statehouse are costing 
more than twice as much as had been 
anticipated, the board voted without 
dissent to give the administrative 
services department another $135,000 
to complete the job. That brought the 
amount needed to finish restoring 
chipped and falling comices on the 
more than century-old limestone 
structure to $268,578. 
After workmen got into the cornice 
work, a department spokesman said, 
they found areas underneath that also 
were deteriorated. The extra amount 
will be used to tuck and seal those 
areas, and to clean the outer surfaces, 
he explained.

Soltysik, an SLA soldier, planned to 
accompany them. 
‘‘But at the last minute, she stayed 
home and Patricia Hearst stated a 
desire to come with us. That chance 
decision cost Mizmoon her life and 
saved Patricia Hearst from death.” 
Miss Soltysik died on her 26th 
birthday in a battle with police which 
left only charred remains of her body 
and those of five other SLA soldiers at 
the hideout Miss Hearst had left the 
day before. 
Mrs. Harris, defending her husband 


and herself, said while on the shopping 
trip. Miss Hearst fired two machine 
guns without orders from them. 
‘‘These events at Mel’s were totally 
unexpected,” she said, “ and Patricia 
Hearst’s resulting actions in firing of 
the automatic weapon were spon­ 
taneous....” 
The charges against the Harrises 
and Miss Hearst stem from incidents 
after the sporting goods store shooting. 
Miss Hearst has said she fired the 
guns as “ a reflex action” drilled into 
her by the Harrises. Miss Hearst, 
kidnaped by the SLA on Feb. 4, 1974, 
portrayed the Harrises as captors, not 
comrades. But Mrs. Harris depicted 
the heiress as a convert to the SLA. 
“ Patricia Hearst was simply a 
young woman going through a process 
of change, learning about herself...and 
she had made the decision to go 
through this process in the company of 
people who considered themselves 
revolutionaries,” she said.

WASHINGTON (A P ) — Even though 
Vietnam is normalizing relatioas with 
its neighbors. State Department 
officials believe the Communist state 
may still be interested in military 
domination of Southeast Asia. 


The skepticism about Vietnam’s 
intentions is based partly on a recent 
statement by the Vietnamese foreign 
minister, whose rhetoric suggested 
Hanoi's 
traditional 
support 
for 
insurgents will continue in the area. 


When South Vietnam fell in April 
1975, there was general agreement 
among U.S. officials that Hanoi would 
step up support of rebel movements. 
The ultimate goal, officials said at the 
time, was an all-Communist Southeast 
Asia under Hanoi’s leadership. 


“ The only question in our minds was 
whether Hanoi would move quickly or 
slowly.” one official said Tuesday. 
“ Obviously, they haven't moved 
quickly, but ifs still too early to tell 
what their long-range intentions are.” 
In a statement two weeks ago. 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trinh 
said Vietnam “ fully supports the 
Southeast Asian people’s just cause of 
national 
independence, 
peace, 
democracy and social progress.” 
U.S. officials said that is Hanoi’s 
standard line for opposition to U.S. 
influence in Southeast Asia and 
support for insurgent groups. 
A major source of U.S. concern is the 
eventual use of American military

by

Communists at the end of the war. 
It was announced Monday that the 
newly reunified Vietnam has agreed to 
establish ties with The Philippines and 
plans to receive a delegation from 
Thailand next month to discuss 
diplomatic relations.

Blue Shield Bares Doctor Pay Plan

WORTHINGTON, Ohio (AP) - Blue 
Shield is telling some of its Ohio 
subscribers they don’t have to pay part 
of their doctor bills if they don’t want 
to. Company officials hope the 
program will help keep the lid on 
medical costs. 
Blue Shield—which is sponsored by 
the medical profession—is conducting 
an experimental program which goes 
so far as to intervene with collection 
agencies hired by physicians in an 
effort to get the amount of a fee over 
what Blue Shield pays. 
The program, called “fair fee 
support program,” is being conducted 
among 60,000 to 70,000 Blue Shield 
customers— more than half in the 
Toledo area, according to Charles L. 
Parcell, executive vice president of 
Ohio Medical Indemnity Inc., Blue 


Shield’s parent organization in Ohio. 
Others involved in the pilot program 
are in the Columbus, Youngstown and 
Dayton areas. 
The pilot effort is expected to con­ 
tinue until the middle of next year, at 
which time Blue Shield will decide 
whether to implement the program 
statewide, Parcell said. 


Blue Shield Vice President Homer 
Harrison stressed that the program 
still is experimental and is subject to 
refinement until the company is 
satisfied with it. The number of per­ 
sons involved is only a fraction of the 
3.5 million Blue Shield subscribers in 
the state, he said.

Use O f McGuffey 
Readers Debated 


OXFORD, Ohio (AP) - The 
strongest advocates of the time 
honored McGuffey Readers are 
divided on whether the system should 
be returned to modem classrooms in 
the continuing controversy over 
teaching methods. 
The 
octogenarian-dom inated 
William Holmes McGuffey Fed­ 
eration, which gathered last weekend 
at Miami University to revel in the 
nostalgia of the late educator, had 
varying views. 
“I think all the moral principles 
suggested in the McGuffey Readers 
are the same ideals we have need of to­ 
day, but as for taking the readers and 
putting them into the schools, well, you 
would have to change them entirely,” 
said Gilbert Lease. Lease, 66, a farmer 
and salesman from Greenville, Ohio, 
repeated as the federation’s spelling 
bee champion at the gathering. 
“We just don’t send little boys to the 
wood shed anymore,” said Mary 
Scholl, 84, a retired teacher from In­ 
dianapolis, Ind. 
Miami is the site of the McGuffey 
Museum founded to honor the educator 
who developed the teaching system in 
the late 19th century while a member 
of the faculty. The federation was 
founded in 1935. 
“Today you have kids graduating 
high school who can’t spell and can’t 
write,” said J. Donald Pollitt, former 
Marshall University profesor and 
president of the federation. “They 
would have never gotten out of a 
McGuffey-taught class like that.” 
“Teachers taught back in those 
days,” said Ethel Lewis, Bremen, 
Ohio. She retired from teaching in the 
early 1930s. 
“And the children learned too.” 
“I’m not sure these typewriters and 
calculators are such good things,” she 
said. “Children today don’t take the 
time to practice good handwriting or 
learn the fundamentals of arithmetic.”

vice is $90, it writes the subscriber 
saying it has paid the doctor $90. The 
company asks the subscriber to in­ 
dicate whether he believes the $10 is 
his responsibility or whether he feels 
he should not have to pay more. 
“If he feels the doctor already has 
been paid enough, we will contact the 
doctor on behalf of the patient and ask 
him not to bill the patient any more,” 
Parcell said. 
“We also will tell the patient to notify 
us immediately if the doctor takes 
collection action for the balance of the 
bill. We will then intercede with the 
collection agency on behalf of the 
patient,” he said. 
Parcell said Blue Shield believes its 
payments for services are “usual, 
customary and reasonable” and that 


subscribers have the right to be in­ 
formed that they do not need to auto­ 
matically pay the difference between 
the doctor's bill and the Blue Shield 
payment. 
So far, Parcell said about 60 per cent 
of the persons involved in the program 
have not wanted to pay their physician 
more than Blue Shield.

the Community Action Head Start 
Program for economically disad* 
vantaged children have been an­ 
nounced. 
Beginning 
with 
the 
program 
operations for the September, 1976 
classes, children between the ages of 
three and five will be accepted. Those 
who are five will include only those 
who turned five too late to be accepted 
in regular public kindergarten classes. 
Top priority in selection will go to four 
and five-year-olds, but with the in­ 
crease in enrollment, some three-year- 
olds will also be selected. 


The operation will be divided into 
morning and afternoon sessions at 
both centers, the Methodist Church, 
comer of Pickaway and Main Streets, 
and the Presbyterian Church, 134 E. 
Mound St. 
By having each enrolled child in only 
one session, the program can serve 
between 60 and 70 children as opposed 
to the 40 previously served. 
Under the tenative schedule the 
morning sessions will run 8:30 until 
11:45 a.m. with lunch being served at 
ll. The afternoon session will run I 
until 4:14 p.m. with lunch being served 
at I. 
Because of the change to split 


sessions, an attempt will be made to 
quadrant off the city into sections and 
to work out of two areas for the 
morning sessions and two areas for the 
afternoon session. 
As in the past, transportation will be 
provided for those children whose 
parents or guardians cannot provide it. 
The increase in enrollment may also 
enable the program to draw employes 
from beyond the five-mile radius of the 
center locations. This could open up 
enrollment of children from Dar­ 
byville.

Negotiations End 
In Rubber Walkout 


NEW YORK (AP) — A break-off of 
negotiations here between Uniroyal 
and the United Rubber Workers has 
put a quick end to the latest effort to 
end a 12-week strike against the “ Big 
Four” of the tire industry. 
The talks collapsed within hours 
after negotiators got together at the 
Roosevelt Hotel on Monday, with 
Uniroyal describing the break-up as an 
“ indefinite recess” of bargaining. 
Union President Peter Bommarito 
and other URW officials departed 
without comment after the abortive 
meeting, in which the labor team said 
it came only to listen, according to a 
company spokesman. 
The union reportedly told the 
company that a strike settlement for 
the industry would have to be set at 
Firestone. 
Faced with that situation, Uniroyal 
held to its earlier postiion that it would 
wait for a pattern to be set in a settle­ 
ment at Goodyear. 
Talks in Cleveland between the URW 
and Firestone and Goodyear were 
recessed indefinitely last week after 
the union rejected a company offer of 
hourly pay increases of 75, 30 and 25 
cents over three years and a cost-of- 
living increase in the second and third 
years. 
Average pay in the industry is $5.50 
per hour. 
The Big Four strike, which also 
affects Goodrich, began April 21 and 
has idled 65,000 workers. But advance 
stockpiling, continued production by 
half of the nation’s tire-production 
facilities, and imports have kept the 
auto industry supplied with tires. 
Firestone released a letter to its 
URW employes Tuesday describing its 
offer as “the largest ever made in the 
rubber industry” and one that “ ex­ 
ceeds recent settlements in other ma­ 
jor industries.’’ 
Richard A. 
Riley, president of 
Firestone, warned in a cover letter 
that “ foreign competitors already 
have started to make inroads in our 
markets.” 
He said the foreign tire makers were 
supplying “ great numbers of tires to

Glenn Says

NEW YORK (AP)—Despite much 
speculation to the contrary, Ohio Sen. 
John Glenn insisted Tuesday that he is 
still being considered for the Demo­ 
cratic vice presidential nomination. 
Glenn said his Tuesday meeting with 
key Carter aide Charles H. Kirbor is 
evidence that his name remains on 
Carter’s somewhat mysterious vice 
presidential list. 


“I can’t imagine anyone wanting 
clarification of some material if I had 
been ruled out,” Glenn said. 


Widespread rumors circulated the 
convention that Glenn was off the list, 
and that Carter had narrowed the field 
to two— Sen. Walter F. Mondale of 
Minnesota and Sen. Edmund S. Muskie 
of Maine. 


Many delegates felt that if Glenn is 
indeed out of the running, the reason 
may be his less than overpowering 
keynote speech Monday night. 
One paper reported that following 
Glenn’s speech, Carter’s campaign 
director Hamilton Jordan said,“We 
know now who we don’t want for vice 
president, don’t we?” 
It was generally acknowledged that 
Glenn’s indifferently received oration 
wasn’t helped by the fact that he was 
followed by Rep. Barbara Jordan of 
Texas, who captivated the floor with a 
rousing speech that really differed 
very little in content from Glenn’s.

Bufkin said, “We all went over 
together.... When we arrived in Sao 
Salvador, Danny’s first assignment 
was a deep penetration patrol into 
enemy held territory to gather in­ 
telligence. The patrol completed its 
penetration, and Danny returned with 
the information he was sent to get.” 
Later, Bufkin said, Gearhart was 
assigned to a British reconnaissance 
patrol with a mission to approach 
enemy positions in the Tomboco area, 
make contact and return with in­ 
formation on the enemy’s strength and 
positions.

In this bicentennial year, America’s 
national bird, the bald eagle, is barely 
holding its own in Ohio. 
This year’s spring eagle count was 
one of those good news-bad news af­ 
fairs, with slight emphasis on the good. 
Two eaglets were fledged from nests 
in the Lake Erie marsh region—the 
last remaining eagle habitat in the 
state. 
That is only one fewer than in 1975 
when three young were fledged in only 
three nests confirmed as active during 
the spring mating season. 
With only two young this year, the 
regal birds are holding on, but no 
more, according to Laurel Van Camp, 
retired Wildlife Division naturalist and 
Ohio’s leading eagle watcher. 
Four eagles were fledged in 1974 and 
1973, none in 1972 and 1971, one in 1970, 
two in 1969 and three in 1968, he said. 
Tile greatest production in recent 
years was in 1965 when five birds were 
fledged, Van Camp noted. 
In the good news category, five 
active nests were confirmed with a 
sixth reported but not verified. That 
represents an increase of at least two 
nests over the three counted in 1975, 
Van Camp said. 
Among the nests inspected this year 
was one constructed in the middle of a 
soybean field, said the naturalist, who 
called the occurrence rare if not 
unheard of in Ohio and elsewhere with 
similar heavily forested habitat. 
Van Camp said he and two other 
eagle experts viewed the nest and 
“none of us would have believed it if 
we hadn’t seen it for ourselves.” 
Sadly, the nest, made of small 
branches and soybean cuttings, 
contained two eggs when first ob­ 
served, one of them destroyed by 
predators. U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
personnel planned to remove the good 
egg for artificial incubation but by the 
time they had secured permission to do 


so and returned the next day, the re­ 
maining egg was gone. 
That brings us to the slight tip in 
favor of good news this year. Finally, 
state and federal wildlife authorities 
apparently are displaying more than 
passing interest in Ohio’s remnant 
eagle population. 
If eggs from the ground nest had 
been rescued in time, they would have 
been hatched in a laboratory and 
returned to the wild in Ohio, Van Camp 
said. 
Employment 
Up Slightly 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - While 
production 
worker 
employment 
generally held its own in Ohio last 
May, compared with May of 1975, the 
strike by the United Rubber Workers 
in Akron led the rubber city to a sharp 
decline. 


Figures from the Center for 
Business and Economic Research at 
Ohio State University show em­ 
ployment statewide was I per cent 
higher in May of this year than one 
year ago with half of the eight major 
metropolitan areas in the survey 
showing increases and half posting 
declines. 


But the rubber strike sent Akron’s 
total employment level spinning down 
18 per cent from the previous May. 
Manufacturing employment was off 40 
per cent in Akron. 


Youngstown showed a I per cent 
May-to-May drop, while Cincinnati 
and Cleveland were down fractionally. 
Dayton led the increase with a 5 per 
cent improvement, with manufac­ 
turing employment up 14 per cent. 
Canton and Toledo had 2 per cent in­ 
creases and Columbus was up frac­ 
tionally.

In calling the meeting of the 24 club 
owners, Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
said its purpose “is to receive and act 
upon a report of the Player Relations 
Committee recommending ratification 
of collective bargaining agreements 
with the Players Association.” 
Kuhn said he would recommend 
approval of the contract although he 
declined to give details of what it 
contained. 
It was understood, however, that the 
contract would enable a player to 
become a free agent after six years of 
major league service. 
Tile agreement would replace the so­ 
called reserve system under which a 
player was bound to one club until he 
was traded, sold or released.

ditions and economic terms other than 
players’ salaries, and a four-year 
benefit plan.

LOS ANGEIJ5S (AP)

town I called Gary Owens, the 
hand-on-the-ear announcer of 
the old “Laugh-In” show, to 
ask if Hollywood is the same 
stable community I knew as a 
tyke.

“It’s still the same swell 
town. It’s still true that un­ 
derneath all this phony tinsel 
there’s real tinsel.” 
Owens, a native of Mitchell, 
S.D., is what you’d call a 
veteran Hollywood observer. 
He came here 15 years ago, 
breaking in as a writer and

Ward’s 
“Bullwinkle” cartoon show. 
A top personality at radio 
station KMPC here for nearly 
14 years, he currently is 
hosting the nightime version 
of a syndicated effort called 
“The Gong Show,” scheduled 
to start on the tube in Sept­ 
ember. 
In the show, a celebrity 
panel passes judgment on 
fresh new talent, some of 
which may strike viewers as 
unusual, Owens says.

example, has a man dressed 
in a tire,” he noted. “He 
pours chocolate syrup under 
his arms, puts spaghetti on 
his shoulders and stands 
before a magnifying glass 
and talks.” 
Nothing unusual there. 
Veteran Hollywood ob­ 
server Owens said other 
forms of activity here haven’t 
changed much from the old 
days. TV and movie stars still 
meet at places like the Brown 
Derby and Polo Lounge to fib 
and seek work.

“I usually announce those 
things and they let me play 
the last inning,” he added.

Some sartorial changes 
have occurred in Hollywood, 
he said. The men here have 
taken to wearing hats, which 
in sunny Southern California 
used to be as common as a 
door buzzer on a tomb. 
And because of shows like 
“Kojak,” in which Telly Sav- 
alas wears a vest, vests are 
very big here now, Owens 
continued. 
“I’ve always worn a vest, 
so I feel the world is catching 
up with me now,” he said. “Of 
course, I don’t wear anything 
else ...”
